TEXTILE COUNCIL THINK IT 


WAR 


May Ask legislature to Strengthen the Law. fflanu= 


factors and lawyers Have Had the Ques= 


tion Under Consideration 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 6.—The Indi- 


cations are that the matter of overtime 
running under the special schedules pro- 
vided at the Hargraves, Parker, Granite 
and Cornell mills will receive but little 
more attention of a bellicose nature 
from the Textile Council. At a. meeting 
he-Id this weelt it teas the sentiment that 
if the prosecutiofi of the mills by strikes 
or threats of strikes was continued, it 
might result in a determination to fight 
the 58-hour laws and other factory laws 
that are considered wise and humane. 


The management of several of the 


mills were more stirred up by the op- 
position of the unions and the alleged 
discrimination of Chief of State Police 
Wade in the matter than was generally 
known. Three corporations stood ready 
to go to the supreme court or higher with 
any law point that might arise in the 
event oJ prosecution at court. 


The members of the Textile Council 


agree that it was advantageous for cer- 
tain mills to run some departments if 
no public talk was made about it. But 
they feared that the practice would be- 
come general enough to threaten the fair 
operation of the short-hour laws, and it 
was i.o protect the gpJnoiple of short 
hours that they came 0*^ as strong as 
they did late last year. The four mills 
named are now running overtime on the 
Behedutes they posted, and it is probable 
that a few more mills will do the same.

The victim 
was the benefactress of her assailant, 
having fed him, although a stranger, 
when he first appeared 
begging for 


charity three weeks ago, after reaching 
here penniless from Lynchburg, where 
his father is a policeman. Watts was 
28 years old and unmarried, a profes- 
sional gambler, and came of a respect- 
able family. 


Wednesday afternoon he visited the 


house of Mrs. Thomas M. Simpson, who 
had befriended him when he was In 
destitute circumstances, saying he was 
about to leave the city, and stating that 
he desired to thank her before goinc 
away. Watts had made a "stake" at 
his calling during his sojourn here, and 
Mrs. Simpson failed to recognize in the 
well-dressed man the mendicant upon 
whom she had bestowed alma three 
weeks before. She conversed with him 
for a few minutes at tbe door, and then 
retired into the hallway. He followed, 
seized her by the throat, forced her into 
the sitting room and overpowered her 
after a desperate struggle. 
^ 


Watts was captured on "boafa tea 


special train of C. P. Huntington as it 
was leaving the city for Richmond and 
lodged in jail. Three masked men en- 
tered the station house at 4 o'clock yes- 
ter.day morning and forced the Jailer at 
the point of pistols to surrender the keys. 
Four companions received Watts when 
he was carried out and hurried him away, 
first to the housa of Mrs. Simpson, who 
Identified him, and then to the outskirts 
of the city, where » mob of severaHiun- 
dred men had congregated. Hs was 
bound by the wrists to a sapling and his 
body riddled with bullets. It had been 
Intended to hang him, but the only rope 
with which the party was provided 
proved too short to go over any con- 
venient limb. 


The identity of the lynchers la a mys- 


tery, and there Is little prospect of any- 
one connected with the affair being de- 
tected. The police are making the usual 
inquiries into the case,

other hand, the strength of all other 
staple values point to there having been 
no backward steps taken. 


All obtainable reports as to last year's 


business confirm earlier advices, while 
perceptibly increasing the confidence 
with which the business world looks 
forward to the current year. Perhaps 
the most notable movement among lead- 
ing staples is that developed in hogs and 
hog products, a better realization ap- 
parently being had of the features mak- 
ing for strength in those products, 
notable among which being the reduc- 
tion in the supply of hogs, which, like 
the similar falling off in the number of 
cattle, has gone on for a number of 
years past. The limited stocks held, too, 
are a further souz-ce of strength. 


That the advance ic hog products is 


beginning to attract more attention 
seems evident from the extent to which 
this advance has had sympathetic re- 
flection in the prices of wheat and other 
cereals, which really trace some of the 
strength which has been shown this 
week to that source. 


While stocks of wheat have fallen off 


In Europe, and shipments thereto in 
December were the lightest recorded for 
many years past, still stocks have in- 
creased in this country to nearly as 
great an extent. 


Owing to the continued light move- 


ment and the confidence with which 
holders maintain prices, cotton has ad- 
vanced slightly during the week. It is 
evident from seme reports to Brad- 
street's recently that the new plan of 
warehousing cotton is having a measur- 
able Influence upon the movement in 
sight.

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BRITISH TROOPS SUFFERED TERRIBLY 


Charged Through Zone of Fire in Sortie from 


Mafeking. 
Hostilities Suspended Under 


Auspices of Red Gross. Question of 


Contraband Seizures Paramount 


London, Jan. 6.—The Times publishes 


the following dispatch from Mafeking, 
dated Dec. 26: 


At dawn today Colonel Baden-Powell 


organized a successful attack upon a 
strong position of the enemy at Gam- 
tree, two miles from Mafeking. from 
which the Boers have been maintaining 
a. desultory but annoying shell and rifle 
fire for several weeks. The railway has 
recently been reconstructed between the 
town and Oamtree, where the Boers had 
destroyed It, the final repairs being 
made in preparation for the sortie. 


During the night the armored train, 


•with Maxim and Hotchklss guns under 
Captain Williams, and troops, took up 
positions for attack from two sides. 
Captain Bentinlck and a squadron were 
in reserve upon the left, while the ex- 
treme left wing was occupied by ar- 
tillery under Major Panzera and a 
galloping Maxim of the Cape police, the 
Whole being under Colonel Here. 


"Tmplacements were thrown up during 


the night, the orderd being to attack at 
dawn and the artillery flre to desist upon 
prolonged tooting from the armored 
train. At daybreak ths guns opened 
fire and rapidly drew the reply of the 
enemy, our shells bursting within effect- 
ive range. Captain Vernon gave the 
signal to cease firing and to advance, his 
squadron leading off. 


As our men engaged the position with 


their rifle flre, it was soon found that the 
strength of the fort was greater than we 
had supposed. The enemy concen- 
trated «uch an exceedingly hot flre that 
the advance of Captain Vernon was al- 
most impossible; but with remarkable 
heroism and gallantry, Captains San- 
ford and Vernon, Lieutenant Paton and 
Scout Cooke, who guided the squadrons, 
and a few men actually reached the 
sandbags of the fort, within 300 yards of 
the area of the fort. 


But nothing living could exist there, 


Blnce the- ground was swept by Mauser 
and Martini bullets. The men who 
charged through this zone of fire suffered 
terrible and, in following their officers 
to capture the fort, 20 men lost their 
lives. CaptCJn Sanford was the first to 
fall, and Captain Vernon, already, too, 
wounded, and Lieutenant Paton were 
killed at the foot of the fort. These two 
officers, climbing a ditch which sur- 
rounded the fort, thrust their revolvers 
through the enemy's loopholes, only to 
beishot themselves the next moment. 


Gamtree is surrounded with scrub, 


•Which contained many sharpshooters; 
and their accuracy of fire still further 
confused the men who had followed 
Captain Vernon, and who saw him and 
his brother officers killed. Being with- 
out commanders, they were driven off at 
one point but they endeavored to scale 
the fort at others. They found the posi- 
tion of the Boars, however, almost Im- 
pregnable. 


When we retired under corer of the 


armored train so many men had been 
•wounded that a suspension of hostilities 
occurred under the auspices ot the Red 
Cross. The veldt around the Boer posi- 
tion was at once dotted with flags of 
mercy; and it was seen that our wounded 
•were scattered within but a short radius 
of the fort. We had almost completely 
surrounded it; and, had it not been so 
extraordinarily well protected we should 
have been in possession. 


I was permitted to assist in dressing 


the wounds, a majority of which ap- 
peared to have been caused by explosive 
bullets, the point of entry being small, 
but the area of injury covering a wide 
region. While the wounded were being 
attended, numbers of Boers left their 
entrenchments anoj gathered round. At 
the conclusion of the dressing I spoke to 
Beveral tattered and dirty, but physici- 
cally fine men. Many of them were un- 
dersized, and all wore beards. They re- 
ferred me to the field cornet, who denied 
the use of explosive bullets. On being 
shown the horrible wounds, he admitted 
that at one time explosive bullets had 
been served out, but he said he was. cer- 
tain they had all been previously ex- 
pended, and that none could have been 
used on this occasion. He then pro- 
duced a bandolier filled with dum dums 
and pointed out that, BO far as Mafeking 
was concerned, these had been re called. 


Later on I called the attention of the 


field cornet to four of his own men who 
were rifling dead bodies. He expressed 
hia regret to a British officer, that, de- 
spite his instructions to respect the dead, 
the younger Boers were unruly and be- 
yond his control; and he accused the 
British soldiers of stripping General 
Kock and leaving him naked and wound- 
ed on the field, thus Indirectly causing 
bis death. 


The correspondent then describes a 


scene of angry recriminations between 
the field cornet and the Boers regarding 
the existence of orders about robbing 
the dead, and also about the facts them- 
selves, some of the Boers asserting that 
they only took arms, despite the arrival, 
at that very moment, of the bodies of 
five British, under Boer escort, with the 
pockets of their uniforms turned Inside 
out. 


The question of contraband seizures 


takes almost the paramount place in the 
thoughts of the public, the vague pos- 
sibility that these may be made a pre- 
text for continental Intervention dis- 
turbing official and private observers. 
The government's; undevlating purpose 
to enforce strictly the right of search 
has been set forth in detailed Instruc- 
tions, dispatched yesterday by the ad- 
miralty to the British naval commanders 
In South African waters, giving them 
weighty warning*, without exception, to 
uphold the government measures for 
th* suppression of the importation of 
contraband by way of Delagoa, bay.

lam C. Sanborn on Division street, last 
evening, the firemen found the charred 
Temalna of William H. Errlnger, a 
plumber, wbA was asleep In his shop on 
the floor abo>x= the carpenter shop, where 
the flre broke out. Suborn was filling 
an oil heater, when the oil In some man- 
ner ignited, and so quickly did the flames 
spread that he narroivly escaped with 
his own llfo, and had no time to arouse 
Brrlngtr.

Kalian Charged With Murder. 


Boston, Jan. 6.—Carmelo Brigandl, an 


Italian carpenter. Is under arrest on the 
charge of murdering Edward Graham a 
longshoreman, by shooting, near the 
corner of Salem and North Bennett 
streets abouS 1 o'clock last evening. He 
denies the Shooting. The only wit- 
nesses of the affair were several boys, 
one of whom says he saw Graham strike 
the Italian, when the latter drew a re- 
volver and fired, the ball entering Gra- 
ham's back just to the left of the- spine. 
The latter fell to the sidewalk and died 
while being removed to the station. His 
assailant then turned and ran into a 
house on Sheafe street. A policeman 
who had heard the shot joined in the 
chase and in a few minutes had Bri- 
gand! under arrest. No one knows how 
the trouble started, and the men, so far 
as known, were strangers to each other. 
Graham, who was 82 years old, was un- 
married. Brigand! is about 40 years of 
age, 
and has a wife and two children. 


He has no police record so far as known.

those in the saloon at bay with a knife, 
and the police clubbed their way_ through 
the crowd and arrested him.

THE PROSECUTION 


Give Testimony Which Ap- 


pears to be Very Damag- 


ing to Molineux 


New York, Jan. 6.—Charles D. Allen, 


who was Molineux's secretary in the 
Newark factory, swore on the witness 
stand yesterday that the defendant's 
laboratory was well equipped with 
poisons, and that experiments were con- 
stantly bein^ made. In the laboratory 
were parls gtcen, Prussian blue, chrome 
yellow, English vermlllion, dry mercury 
and kegs of dry arsenic. 


Allen also testified that he had writ- 


ten a letter, at Molineux's request, to 
1620 Broadway, asking for a copy of a 
periodical. 
The letter was written 


according to instructions in the ordinary 
course of business, but the significance 
of the incident lies In the fact that 1620 
Broadway is the address of the Koch 
letter box agency, and it is claimed that 
it was by this letter that Koch learned 
the address of Molineux, and sent tha 
defendant a circular offering to lease 
a private letter box—an offer which, it 
is claimed, Molineux afterwards 
ac- 


cepted. 


Frank S. Hunt of Newark, Molineux's 


tailor, testified that he had taken the 
defendant's measure for a suit of clothes, 
i.nd that the measurement showed that 
Molineux's chest wag S? inches around, 
and his waist was 32 feshes. These are 
the measurements given in the diag- 
nosis signed H. C. Barnet, and placed 
in evidence among the disputed exhibits. 


William W. Scheffler, a manufacturer 


of cosmetics, identified the letter sent 
by Molineux to Mrs. Scheffler, inform- 
ing her that he was to be married the 
next day. 
This letter was addressed 


"My Dear Sadie," and, on account of 
the 
high social 
standing of Mrs. 


Scheffler, and the fact that the district 
attorney's office obtained possession 
of the correspondence in a mysterious 
fashion, the incident has attracted con- 
siderable attention. 
Mr. Scheffler said 


that he and his wife had known Moli- 
neux for four or five years, and ihat he 
was friendly with the defendant. 
Let- 


ters from Molineux to Scheffler were 
also placed in evidence, and identified 
by the witness. 


Howard A. Adams, son of the late 


Mrs. Adams, testified in detail concern- 
Ing the incidents at the Adams' home 
on the 'day of the murder. He asserted 
emphatically that his mother did not 
drink, and explained that he had been 
in Connecticut during 1898 recovering 
from injuries sustained by being caught 
in a fly wheel. He did not return to the 
Adams apartments until the day of the 
murder, and consequently knew nothing 
concerning the incidents leading up to 
the crime. 


Herbert K. Twltchell, loan clerk at the 


Chase National bank, and a practical 
handwriting expert, testified that in his 
opinion the address on the poison pack- 
age was written by Molineux. 
David 


C. Decker, paying teller of the TTnion 
Square bank, entertained similar opin- 
ions. Paying Teller Sayers of the Shoe 
and Leather National bank again ap- 
peared on the stand and was cross- 
examined. 
The 
cross-examination 


failed to shake his belief in the guilt of 
Molineux. 


Lewis H. Cornish, a cousin of Harry 


Cornish, also a cousin of Mrs. Florence 
Rogers, the daughter of the dead wom- 
an, testified that Harry Cornish was ill 
when he called upon the witness to in- 
form him of the death of Mrs. Adama. 
Upon cross-examination 
the witness 


admitted that Mrs. Adams became ill 
while he was paying a visit to her house 
about two weeks before her death. 
Before the witness had concluded his 
testimony, court adjourned until Mon- 
day.

Hands .of Insurgents 


are Free 


Washington, Jan. 6.—General Otis

In- 
cluding Lieutenant J. C. Gilmore, and 
they have arrived at VJgan.

The disappearance of Lieutenant Gil- 


more and 14 other mes from the York 
town was reported to the navy depart 
ment by Admiral Dewey on April 13 
His message said the Yorktown visitet 
Balw, on the east coast of Luzon, Apri, 
12, for the purpose of rescuing and bring- 
ing away the Spanish forces. 
Lieu- 


tenant Gilmore and his party, while 
reeonnoitering, were ambushed and flret 
upon by the insurgents, and their fat< 
was unknown until the dispatch froir. 
Manila announced that they were cap 
tives. 


Lieutenant Gilmore was born in Phila- 


delphia, July 10,1854, and was appointed 
a naval cadet from Arizona in Septem- 
ber, 1S71. He reached his present grade 
of lieutenant in 1891. He served on the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, under t Cap- 
tain Sigsbee, throughout the war, and 
was assigned by Admiral Dewey to tht 
Yorktown. 
On April 28 news came to 


the effect that the Gilmore party was 
in the hands of the Insurgents at Baler. 
A few days later the first authentic in- 
formation regarding Lieutenant Gil- 
more and his party, who were captured 
by the insurgents on April 32, was re- 
ceived at the hands of Major Arguelles 
of the start of General Antonio Luna. 


The Spanish commission which en- 


tered the Filipino lines in September 
reported that Lieutenant Gilmore was 
at Bingat. 
The party has frequently 


been reported as having been seen in 
various parts of Luzon, and several 
stories of their suffering have been told. 
The insurgents have evidently made 
every effort to hold them as J~**ig e,s 
possible. 


THREE NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


Giants Just Ordered For 


American Na-rj- "Will Be Maxrel*. 
Designs for the three greatest battle- 


ships in the world have Just been 
agreed upon by the naval board of 
construction at Washington. The new 
ships will be named the Georgia, the 
New Jersey and the 
Pennsylvania. 


There has been a long delay In settling 
upon the plans. The new ships will be 
as heavily armored as any battleship 
now in existence. 
"With the addition 


of new American improvements their 
fighting effectiveness will surpass any- 
thing now afloat, says the New York 
World. Their speed will be 19 knots 
an hour—possibly even greater than 
that 


Each of these formidable ships will 


have a displacement of 14,000 tons and 
a coal bunker capacity of 2,000 tons. 
Each will be able to cruise 7,000 miles 
straightaway. No foreign power has 
anything to compare with them. They 
Will cost $7,000,000 apiece. 


There will be on each of these new 


ships two superimposed turrets, one 
forward and one aft, each containing 
two 12 inch and two 8 inch guns of the 
new elongated type and high smoke- 
less powder velocity. The rest of the 
main battery •will consist of twelve 
6 inch quick tire guns in broadside. 
This plan, which secures an angle and 
concentration of flre not approached 
by any other system, is made feasible 
by the two story turrets, an Innovation 
tried experimentally on the Kearsarge 
and the Kentucky and now known to 
be an unqualified success. 
Foreign 


governments are preparing to adopt 
the two story turrets. 


Much of the delay has been due to 


the difficulty 
in obtaining the new 


Krupp armor at $300 a ton, the limit 
of price fixed by congress in making 
the appropriation for the new battle- 
ships. 
Three thousand tons of the 


Krupp process armor is equivalent in 
defensive power to 4,000 tons of the 
harveyized armor. The 1,000 tons sav- 
ed on each ship by using the lighter, 
stronger steel will be available for in- 
creased propelling machinery and coal 
carrying capacity. Work on the new 
ships will soon be begun. 


SullIvan-McFadden Fight • Draw. 


New York, Jan. $.—"Spike" Sullivan 


of Ireland and George McFadden of this 
city met last night at tha Broadway 
Athletic club to decide which had the 
right to consideration for a meeting 
with the lightweight champion, Erne, 
and his olot* second.

Our inter- 
ests generally, our dairy, poultry and 
other products from the farms of the 
United States, now have assurance of 
permanent markets in all the provinces 
through, the Chinese empire where such 
things are in demand, and this demand 
Jg growing, and will contiue to grow.

"China is rit>e for investment of 


American capital. Americans should 
not be content with, trying to obtain 
concessions and selling them out at a 
profit to people of another nationality. 
That will not give us any lasting bene- 
fit or enhance our commercial prestige 
In the east, Americans should do in 
China what has been so succssfully 
done by the English, and 
Germans. 


American capital should build factories 
end develop mines and railroads, and 
there should be one or more direct 
Bteamshtp lines between American and 
Chinese ports. At the present time all 
American products as well as all 
Chinese rroducts imported into thia 
country have to pay a tribute to the 
Shipping of other nations. Direct steam- 
ship communication under the Ameri- 
can flag between this country and 
China is necessary if Americans are to 
obtain the share of the Chinese trade 
Which rightfully belongs to them. The 
guarantees which the administration 
obtained from the powers are not mere- 
ly paper guarantees.

Failures in 1899 were 9-393 in number, 


with liabilities of $123,132,679. The last 
days of the year added a. few to the 
number, and some millions 
to 
the 


known liabilities of firms and banks 
which failed close to the end, so that 
commercial defaults reached $90,879,889, 
of which $30,792,164 were in manufac- 
turing, $48,924,771 in trading-, and $11,- 
162,954 in brokerage, promoting1 and 
other commercial liabilities. Yet it re- 
mains true that the failures of 1899 
were in amount smaller than in any 
other year of the past twenty-five ex- 
cepting 1S80 and 1881, while the average 
of liabilities—$77.50 per firm—was smaller 
than in any previous year, and most 
important test of all, the ratio of de- 
faults to solvent payments through 
clearing houses, 97 cents per $1,000, .is 
not only the smallest ever known in 
any year, but smaller than in any 
quarter save one, the third of 1881. The 
failures for $100,000 or more in the past 
six years have ranged between $31,- 
522,186 in 1899, and 
$98,503,932 in 1896, 


the decrease being more than two- 


There have been marked improve- 


ments in field and naval guns in the 
past five years and there have also 
been marked advances made in. pro- 
jectiles. The shrapnel which the Eng- 
lish and Boers are using in South 
Africa is regarded as ahead of any 
shrapnel which has been used in re- 
cent warfare. Only a few years ago 
2000 yards was deemed the maximum 
range at which shrapnel was effective. 
In South Africa and at Omdurman the 
British shrapnel has been used ef- 
fectively at ranges of 3500 yards. The 
shrapnel shell is an ordinary looking 
projectile filled with a number of small 
balls. The majority of field guns of 
2.95-inch calibre use shrapnel«ontain- 
ing about 180 balls. In the centre of 
the shell is a charge of black powder, 
and in the head of the shell a time 
fuse. The time fuse resembles in its 
working the combination mechanism, 
of a safe-door lock. There is a gradua- 
ted arc cut to seconds and fractions 
of seconds. Now, knowing the 
dis- 


tance away of the enemy and the time 
rquired for the shell to travel that dis- 
tance the fuse is cut accordingly, i. e., 
a, puncture is made through the walls 
of the fuse at the desired number of 
seconds. The discharge of the gun ig- 
nites, through the medium of a per- 
cussion arrangement, the fulminate, 
and at the expiration of the elapsed 
time the flame dashes into the powder 
chamber and the discharge follows. 
The effect of the burst is to release the 
small balls within .As the shell had a 
downward trend, it being near the end 
of its flight at the time of the burst, 
the small balls are carried onward and 


shrapnel is brought into play. So im- 
portant is shrapnel considered today 
that the ammunition supply for many 
field batteries in Europe consists of 
65 per cent shrapnel and 45 per cent 
shell and canister. The high velocities 
obtainable by reason of the introduc- 
tion of smokeless powder and the fit- 
ting of recoil mechanism have yielded 
greater ranges 
for shrapnel. "While 


6bOO yards is recorded for field guns 
when using shell, a range of 3800 yards 
is deemed maximum for shrapnel .from 
the general type of field gun. 
The 


shrapnel balls depend on that velocity 
of the shell proper remaining just be- 
fore the burst for their own velocity, 
and this remaining velocity must be 
sufficiently great to afford power to 
inflict dangerous wounds upon horses. 
The least energy essential is placed at 
2S2 foot-pounds. For the average run 
of small balls employed, say 42 to the 
pound, an energy of 282 foot-pounds ia 
obtainable from a remaining velocity 
of about 784 feet per second. This cor- 
lesponds to a muzzle velocity of 1.600 
toot-seconds, and affords an efficient 
shrapnel effect at 3500 yards.

powers 


have added to their artillery a num- 
ber of howitzers of- 120 millimetre 
calibre, designed almost exclusively for 
shrapnel work. These guns are em- 
ployed with the small calibre field- 
pieces. Now that the French field ar- 
tillery is to be reduced to four guns 
per battery it is surmised that the how- 
itzers will be employed in independent 
organizations.

God as a Being! beyond the clouds, 
says William DeWitt Hyde In the Jan- 
uary Atlantic, who at sundry times and 
in divers manners has broken through 
the mechanical world order to promul- 
gate his laws, inflict his vengeance, 
and rescue his favorites; and at last 
to sand his Son. to bear on man's be- 
half 
the penalty 
which 
otherwise 


would have fallen upon al.. 
Man's 


salvation depends on rightly appre- 
hending the exact letter o-f 
the 
law 


which God miraculously revealed, the 
precise terms of the covenant he ar- 
bitrarily made, the specific conditions 
of pardon which he graciously estab- 
lished. 
Because God is holy and 


Christ is gracious, it follows as a log- 
ical inf• ence and 
implication that 


man should be holy and gracious, too. 
Yet these ethical and social obliga- 
tons are deductions from the decree of 
God and the sacrifice* of Christ, rather 
than the eternal principle and sub- 
stance out of which GocL'n law and 
Christ's sacrifipe alike proceed. 


The other 'conception of theology re- 


gurds Gcd not so much as an arbi- j 
trary authority outsilde the world as 
the Spirit of love and sacrifice within 
it.

stow close attention upon the nature and 
preparation ef the children's food. Heed- 
less habits, careless speech and even 
lack of courage may possibly be cor- 
rected in life, but it is another thing to 
attempt, in mature years, to pull out the 
faulty foundations of the digestion and 
to raise a substantial superstructure 
when there Is practically no base. The 
man who has been badly fed in infancy 
must go softly all his days, so far as his 
digestion is concerned, and in many 
cases can only avoid dyspepsia by judi- 
cious abstinence and by constant care 
In the choice of his food. 


If a mother would only grasp the fact 


that because a thing does not, in the ex- 
treme sense of the word, disagree with 
a child at the time he eats it, it is no 
sign that it has not harmed him! Pa- 
rents who seem to believe that the di- 
gestive powers of their children rival 
those of ostriches will calmly allow their 
four or five year olds to eat unlimited 
sausage and buckwheat cakes at break- 
fast, partake of fried foods and salads 
at luncheon, and wind up the day with 
roast duck, pickles and pie at a late 
dinner. Then because the victims sur- 
vive the experience the deluded parents 
will triumphantly assert that the fare 
has done the youngsters no harm. The 
fact is ignored that the child who im- 
poses the task of digesting such a meal 
upon his tender gastric organs is draw- 
ing upon his reserve forces to meet the 
demand, and as a consequence will en- 
counter such calls later in life with de- 
pleted powers. 


Remembering all this, the mother 


should not weary in well doing and re- 
lax her efforts in her child's behalf by 
the time he reaches his fifth or sixth 
year. His dietary shoiiW still receive 
her close and careful attention, and be- 
cause it is more extensive now than 
when he was younger it should be none 
the less thoughtfully guarded. 


The cereal should still begin the break- 


fast. Oatmeal, cornmeal mush, hominy, 
wheaten grits, or something of the sort, 
makes a better beginning for the first 
meal of the'day than fruit. This has a 
tendency to take the first edge from a 
child's appetite, and to disincline him 
for the solid food that is to follow. As 
a rule, he is better off with no sugar on 
his porridge, or, as in some families I 
know, the sugar may be reserved for a 
Sunday morning treat. Even then it 
should be put on with discretion. With, 
the porridge cream should be given, if 
possible, or at least, plenty of milk 
Milk may also be served as a. beverage, 
either pure, or mixed with hot water into 
'cambric tea," or made into cocoa or 
weak chocolate. Apropos of these latter, 
it may be said that they should never 
be made in the careless fashion that 
simply stirs the prepared cocoa-powder 
into the boiling water or milk and then 
serves it at once. The compound should 
always boil for from three to five min- 
utes after the powder is added.

FRESH WATER FISH! 


By Louis Role. 


Almost any one can, at this season of 


the year, obtain and enjoy a meal of such 
fresh water fish as are common in this 
northern country in the winter season, 
but even so common a thing as pick- 
erel and perch should be well cooked to 
be enjoyable. We all relish fried pick- 
erel and perch, done brown in pork fat, 
with pork scraps on the side, as the 
waiter at the restaurant styles it, but 
we can get too much of a good thing 
and desire a change at times. 
Other 


ways o! cooking these fish require more 
care and attention, but the effort will 
repay you by its desirable results. 


Before considering the cookirtg let me 


suggest the easiest and best way to 
remove the scales from a pickerel or 
perch, and th« same rule will apply to a 
lake trout or any other thick-skinned 
fish. Place the fish in the sink over a 
large diali and pour over it on all sides 
boiling water and then the scales will 
easily be removed by scraping with a 
sharp knife. In the case of a lake trout 
you also remove by scraping from head 
to tail much of the oil that is in the skin 
and which is objectionable to many. 
PICKEREL STUFFED AND BAKED. 


Having scaled the fish as above, draw 


It, removing the gills and wipe well •u-ith 
a dry, clean cloth; fill the paunch with 
well-seasoned veal stuffing, sew it up 
with a trussing needle and fine string, 
make several incisions in the sides and 
place in a baking pan; season with pep- 
per and s&lt, chopped parsley and a few 
mushrooms, a small onion and a large 
piece of fresh butter—six to eight ounces 
if you have a large fish—moisten with 
the Juice of one lemon and a little white 
stock, cover with buttered paper and 
bake till well done, basting frequently 
with its own liquor. If you desire a 
sauce for the fish add a cupful of brown 
stock to the liquor left in the pan, a lit- 
tle more lemon juice and fresh butter, 
thicken with cornstarch or flour wet in 
cold water and serve some around the 
fish. 


PICKEREL A LA HOLLANDAISE. 
Scale and clean the fish as soon as 


possible after it is taken from the water, 
and cut them into slices of about one 
Inch, placing the pieces in an earthen 
vessel. Season with pepper, salt, oil, 
lemon juice, chopped parsley and a lit- 
tle grated nutmeg, turning the slices 
over in tha seasoning occasionally in 
order that they may be well saturated 
with it. Half an hour before dinner 
drain them on a napkin, dip each sep- 
arately in bread or cracker crumbs and 
fry in hot deep fat. Garnish with pars- 
ley and serve with Dutch or Tartar 
sauce. 


BUTTER AND PARSLEY SAUCE. 
Butter sauce, the foundation of But- 


ter and Parsley sauce, as well as many 
others, requires careful 
preparation. 


Put two ounces of fresh butter in a 
stewpan with two ounces of sifted flour, 
knead the whole well together, adding 
gradually a half pint of cold water, 
stirring- on the fire until it boils and al- 
lowing it to cook slowly for twenty min- 
utes, being careful if it gets too thick 
to add more cold water; then gradually 
stir in three-quarters of a pound more 
of fresh butter. Strain and put a ta- 
blespoonful of chopped parsley into 
a half pint of the butter sauce and just 
before sending to the ta.ble add a little 
lemon juice. This sauce should always 
be made just before it is needed for'use, 
If exposed long to the heat it becomes 
rancid, but if at once a little ice water 
or a piece of ice is added and it be 
stirred vigorously it •nill be restored to 
its original sweetness. 


The above recipes are equally good 


for the preparation of large perch or 
for German carp, except that there may 
be a difference in the length of time re- 
quired to cook them, dependant alto- 
gether upon the size of the fish.

ROLY POLY PUDDING. 


This is an English meat pudding easi- 


ly made. Prepare a suet crust with 
three-quarters of a pound of flour and 
one-quarter of a pound of chopped suet; 
mix with water. Roll out the paste and 
cover it first with a layer of minced raw 
potatoes, then add some finger lengths 
of fresh uncooked beef, a little minced 
parsley, and onion chopped fine, and 
season with salt and pepper. Wet the 
edges of the paste, roll it up, tie in a 
floured cloth and boll for two hours. 


HASHED BROWN POTATOES. 


Chop two cups cold boiled potatoes and 


sprinkle with salt and pepper. Put one- 
third of a cup salt pork fat In a frying 
pan. 
Add potatoes and stir until thor- 


oughly mixed. Cook three minutes, stir- 
ring constantly; then let stand until 
brown undenneath. Fold same as an 
omelet and turn out on a hot platter. 


JELLY CAKE. 


One-half cup butter, two cups of su- 


gar, one cup of uweet milk, three and 
one-half cups of flour, three tablespoon- 
fuls of baking powder and four eggs. 
Mix well, flavor with lemon or vanilla 
and bake in a flat tin. Whtn cold spread 
Jelly between the layers.

ABOUT A LOCAL BUSINESS MAN. 


The following: is taken from last Sun- 


day's Springfield Republican and will 
be read with interest by local people. 
It was written by a special correspond- 
ent from. Greenfield. 


"In the Millers Falls inn, hangs a 


picture of the little house that stood 
on the north side of the present bridge 
over the railroad tracks at Millers Falls. 
Martin Flaherty was its owner, and 
lived there far many years. Mr. Fla- 
herty is now living- in a new house on 
the Montague road that was built for 
him after the separation of the grades 
at Millers Falls. He did not tak& kind- 
ly to the changes that were made ne- 
cessrry in separating the grades, but 
was forced to bow to he inevitable. Mr. 
Flaherty, who is SO years of age, was 
born In Tipperary county. Ireland, near 
Waterford 
Coming to America when 


15 years old he landed at Boston, and 
secured a job on the'turnpike in South- 
boro, working for Mr. Walker, a con- 
tractor from Oxford. Then he went to 
Petersburg, Va>, and worked a year on 
a railroad. He then came back to "Wor- 
cester, and finally went to Athol and 
worked for Mr. Walker again as team- 
ster. Forty-seven years ago he moved 
to Millers Falls, and has been there 
ever since. He went to work for Alon- 
7.0 Davis, an old-time section hand on 
the Vermont anil Massachusetts rail- 
road. He worked as a section hand on 
the road after it became the property 
of the Fitchburg railroad ag long- as he 
was able to work. The land on which 
Ms house stood wag bought, of Martin 
Grout, father of Alden Grout of Mil- 
lers Falls. Here he lived until three 
yearg ago, when he moved to his pres- 
ent habitation. He lives alone, his wife 
dying seven or eight years ago. Paul 
Mooney, now of Adams, has been his 
business agent, and on divers occasions 
has been of great service to him. Mr 
Flaherty used to delig-ht in shifting 
horses, and it is feared was rather an 
easy mark for the horse-trad ing- fra- 
ternity from Chestnut and Dry hills in 
Montague. Mr. Mooniey finally went to 
the house and drove the horse jockeys 
out and made it so lively for them that 
they were glad to leave and stay away 
ever after. Mr. Flaherty is a refrular 
attendant at St. John's church in Mil 
lers Falls."

A resident In Northallerton has Just 


received from bis brother, Charles P. 
Smith, from Pietermaritzburg, particu- 
lars of an adventurous cycle ride from 
Johannesburg through the Boer camps, 
says the London Telegraph. 


With a cycle laden back and front, 


with a prospector's tent, fly and ham- 
mock, two pairs of blankets, several 
changes of clothing, a change of boots, 
tinned meats, biscuits and bread, fruit, 
salt, a Hand & McNally map of South 
Africa, he proceeded on his dangerous 
journey in spite of salutary warnlaga. 
At the first store the Dutch proprietor 
could not give him beer, as the penalty 
was two years' imprisonment and e~n- 
fiscation of seller's property. The Boen 
here eyed him curiously. The store- 
keeper advised him to go straight 
through the Boer camp as safer than 
skirting the outposts, as the latter eac- 
clted suepicion. 


The early dawn found him, on ths 


•way to Standerton. In the afternoon. 
he passed the first Boer camp, of which 
he took a snap shot photo with a ko- 
dak he had under his coat The camps, 
he was told, extended seven or eight 
miles. He took a snap shot of a queer 
scene, a riding school where raw re- 
cruits were being jiggered into all posi- 
tions, clinging desperately to horses' 
necks and here and there thrown t» 
the ground. He twined his way through 
the Boers, some calling and chaffing to 
him. 


Passing into the center of the Boer 


encampment, he saw maneuvers going 
on. Boers were on all sides, but amia 
the general excitement and absorption 
the cyclist passed through almost un- 
noticed. Coming across the picturesque 
scene of a laager, he put the kodak on 
the cycle saddle and was peeping 
through to apply the sight finder, when, 
alas! a splendid scene was spoiled and 
he himself grabbed by five Boers from 
behind, one snatching the suspicious 
instrument. All jabbered excitedly a.i 
once m Dutch. The cyclist demanded., 
in English, bis kodak and, like injured 
Inoocence, demanded to be taken to 
their commandant to get his property 
back, but, sub ross, he really did not 
want to be taken. After conference 
they released him, keeping the kodak. 


He counted seven camps of bell 


tents. He saw spectacled German offi- 
cers, Hollanders and green resetted 
Irishmen. The majority of the soldiers 
were dressed in civilian clothes; some 
In khaki. The Staats artillery were 
mainly Hollanders and Germans. They 
had uniforms not unlike the German— 
caps with leather peaks, dark blue 
suits with yellow facings. 
ProbaMy 


before going into notion these can- 
noneers put aside those conspicuous 
uniforms, for later on at the battle of 
Talana Hill he saw several of the com- 
mandoes dead or wounded, and none 
of them had the blue uniform.

Dundee he joined the Town guard and 
acted as dispatch bearer for a war cor- 
iespondent in a brick house facing Ta- 
lana hill on the day of battle. He sa^v 
the great action eind heard the bullets 
whistle. After the evacuation by Gen- 
eral Yule he was in Dundee when the 
Boers came In, and one who spoke Eng- 
lish told him to go to his room and 
consider himself as a prisoner. 
But 


Smith slipped from veranda to veran- 
da and escaped on his wheel, caught up 
to the retreating column and passed it. 
He spent a night in a Kaffir kraal, 
where there were eight people sleep- 
ing. 


Arriving at Ladysmith, he was ad- 


vised to go to see General White, to 
Inform him with regard to the retreat- 
ing array. He therefore went to the 
headquarters, and an Indian attendant 
indicating tteneral White's room the 
cyclist knocked at the door, and a voice 
said, "Come in." He entered and saw 
the general writing at a dressing ta- 
ble.

THIRD RAIL IN BERKSHIRE 


Scheme to Defeat Trolley Extension 


South from Pitlsfield 


A prominent official of the consoli- 


dated road running south from Pitts- 
fleia said yesterday that within six 
months the Consolidated road would 
establish a third rail on the Berkshire 
division between Pittsfleld and Great 
Barring-ton. This announcement is of 
far-reaching importance, coming as it 
does at a time when the electric rail- 
way agitation for a system from Pitts- 
Held to the Connecticut line is active. 


It has b<-en known for some time 


that thn Lenox cottagers who hold 
stock in the Consolidated road were 
at work on some kind of a deal to 
c-heckniato the Pittsfleld electric road 
from entering Lenox and at the same 
time advocating to the directors of the 
road thp feasibility and practicability 
of tin; third vail system for Berkshire 
county. 


With the cottagers 
of Lenox, the 


Consolidated road, and the Adams ex- 
press company, 
which 
is interested 


from the effect on its traffic, it will be 
seen that the combination that will 
face the Pittsfleld street railroad com* 
pany in Boston is of no small influence 
and that the fight for the right of way 
to Lenox may be prolonged for a con- 
siderable time. This it is said is the 
plan in order to allow the Consolidated 
a chance to -establish its line. When 
that is equipped it is claimed that the 
electric road will not enter the field. 


The distance from Pittsfield to Gie5,t 


Harrington is 26 miles and the third 
rail service is said to be able to cover 
the distance, including stops, in one 
hour. Trains will be run on a new 
schedule giving the south part of the 
county a night service in both direc- 
tions. 


It is also said that the company will 


within a short time begin, it, prepara- 
tory work for faster New York train 
service and to do this the fast New 
York trains under the third rail system 
will not stop, between Pittsfield and 
Grtat Harrington with the possible ex- 
ception of Lenox. New York passen- 
gers over the road would take the third 
rail to Great Barringxc-n, making- a 
change there. This would give the 
train faster schedule- and would enable 
the road to beat the Harlem road into 
Pittsfleld, which is one o*f the dreams 
and the ambition of the company on 
its Berkshire division.
